Community Prepares To Assist Family Of Stricken Nick Fields 


Nick Fields, a freshman at Rushville Con­ 
solidated High School, was awake early Saturday, 
Oct. 4. He had planned for it to be an exciting day 
for him. He was to join with five other students to 
form a team to pick walnuts. There were several 
teams in competition on that day and Nick’s team 
had a goal to gather 50 bushels of walnuts. 
For the past several years the Fellowship of 
Christian Athletes had used the walnut project for 
finance their club projects. From the walnut 
proceeds the F.C.A. buys clothes for needy children 
at Christmas. At Easter time they take fruit baskets 
to elderly shutins and also help finance a two-day 
Christian oriented conference for junior high aged 
young men.

Many adults, students, and teachers help the 
F.C.A. in this project. Even though it requires much 
hard work, it is an enjoyable day because of the 


sense of sharing and working together toward a 
common goal. This is the activity for which Nick 
Fields had volunteered and eagerly anticipated. 
Nick and crew started to work at 7:30 a.m. while 
the frost was still visible on the grass. They went 
from tree to tree accumulating bushel after bushel. 
They worked hard but were having a good time as 
evidenced by sounds of talk and laughter. 
Nick’s crew worked hard and was able to ac­ 
complish their goal by 10:30 a.m. As a bonus, the 
crew decided to stop at one last place to get a few 
additional bushels before joining other crews for a 
well deserved chili dinner. Nick climbed a tree to 
shake loose the desired walnuts, but in doing so he 
fell to the ground. 


The crew chief and other students quickly 
summoned help and Nick was taken to the hospital 


unconscious. His condition was such that he was 
transferred to an Indianapolis Hospital. 
Today, more than eight weeks later, Nick Fields 
still remains in a coma at Methodist Hospital. 
The outing which Nick had anticipated with much 
excitement turned into a tragedy for all those 
helping on the project and in a very real way to 
Nick’s family. 
Nick had just entered high school this fall and was 
involved in several school and community ac­ 
tivities. He was competing at the varsity level on 
the cross country team and had been very eager to 
win his “letter” in that sport as a freshman. He also 
was a member of the Men’s Glee Club at school and 
had made plans to try out for the wrestling team. 
Nick was active in the Boy Scouts and enjoyed 
campouts and other outdoor activities. 
Until the time of his accident, Nick Fields was 


considered by friends and residents of the com­ 
munity as a very active, polite, well-mannered 
young man. 
Nick’s hospital and related costs to the family 
have been tremendous during the past eight weeks. 
The Field’s family has spent every day and night 
since Oct. 4 at Methodist with Nick. Thus, meals, 
gasoline, lodging and other expenses have become a 
financial burden to the family, especially here at 
Christmas time. Since it is unknown how long Nick 
will be in a coma there is desire by community 
leaders to raise financial assistance for the family. 
Thursday, Dec. 18, has been declared “Nick

The President, Mrs. Ford, 
daughter Susan and Ford’s top 
advisers finally got the coveted 
invitation 
U.S. officials had 
been hoping 
for and were

Mao’s guarded red brick home 
in

Peking’s 
Forbidden City, the home of 
China’s emperors. 
Mrs. Ford and Susan left 
soon 
after

session,

advisers spent about one hour 
and 50 minutes with the ailing 
Mao, who lives in seclusion and 
grants few audiences. 
President Richard M. Nixon 
spent one hour with Mao during 
his historic 1972 visit, a meeting 
considered * of unusual length 
and importance in itself. 
White House officials said 
they would disclose details of 
the Ford-Mao talks later, but 
the length of the visit alone 
seemed to indicate China wants 
to keep its ties with Washington 
strong and visible despite its 
opposition to U.S.-Soviet deten­ 
te. 
Mrs. Ford’s press secretary, 
Sheila Rabb Weidenfeld, said 
the First Lady had been “very 
impressed” with Mao and found 
him

Inside, where the chairman 
greeted the President and sat 
down for talks with Ford and 
his advisers, Mao lives in the 
style of a spartan intellectual. 
There are few valuable works 
of art on the walls. The chairs 
are overstuffed in the modern 
Chinese manner and covered in 
dull

patterns. 


Mao lives and works in a few 
rooms lined with books and 
usually 
greets 
guests 
in 
a 


chamber in which armchairs 
are arranged in a horseshoe 
fashion. Simple coffee tables 
bear fruit, tea cups, cigarettes, 
matches and ash trays. 


Mao’s home is near Tien An 
Men Square and the Great Hall 
of the People, where Ford and 
Chinese leaders held their first 
round of 
formal talks

centered on China’s criticism of 
U.S.-Soviet detente earlier in 
the day .

It was stated that they went 
around the prescription counter 
to the west side of the building 
where he pulled a gun and 
handed a brown paper sack to 
Mrs. Aylsworth, telling her to 
fill it with all class A drugs.

Martial Law Lifted 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) — The government lifted 
martial law in the Lisbon military district today and 
escalated the search for fugitive 
military leaders 
involved in last week's leftist revolt. 
The state of siege officially ended with today’s pre­ 
dawn 
curfew under a 
decree 
issued Monday 
by 
President Francisco da Costa Gomes. 
In addition to the curfew, the state of martial law 
suspended 
civil 
liberties, 
including 
the 
right 
of 
assembly. 
The government said it had prolonged the state of 
martial law to trace weapons in civilian hands and 
locate persons implicated in the Nov. 25-27 revolt that 
was crushed by loyalist forces. 


Israel Rejects Mandate Links 


The Israeli government sought parliamentary support 
today for its rejection of a U.N. Security Council move 
linking renewal of the Golan Heights peacekeeping 
mandate with Palestinian participation in next month’s 
Middle E ast debate. 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin’s cabinet Monday flatly 
rejected a Security Council document inviting the 
Palestine Liberation Organization to a Jan. 12 debate on 
the Middle East situation.

Men Charged In Shooting 


SOUTH HAVEN, Mich. (UPI) — Two men, one from 
Indiana, were arrested and charged with first-degree 
murder today in the shooting death Monday of a woman 
grocer as her husband watched helplessly as she was 
slain. 
State Police from the South Haven post identified the 
suspects as Lamar Langston, 23, of South Haven, and 
Ronald Wilson, 27, of Gary, Ind. They w ere being held in 
the city jail pending arraignm ent in 7th District Court 
that was set for later today. 


Restrictive Coverage Upheld 


LINCOLN, Neb. (UPI) — The Nebraska Supreme 
Court has upheld the concept that trial courts may 
restrict news media reporting of pretrial activities in 
criminal cases. 
The 5-2 ruling Monday technically threw out a lower 
court order restricting coverage of a 
preliminary 
hearing for Erwin Charles Simants, charged with first- 
degree m urder and sexual assault in the Oct. 18 shooting 
deaths of six members of a Sutherland, Neb., family. 
But the 
court imposed restrictions 
of its own, 
patterned after the original ones as modified once by 
U.S. Supreme Court Justice Harry Blackmun, saying, 
‘‘It would appear that the district court acted properly” 
in concept though not form. 
News media representatives said later although the 
decision was not the one they wanted, it does clear the 
way for a decisive ruling by the U.S. Supreme Court on 
the issue of prior media restraints as part of a judicial 
system based constitutionally and statutorily on free and 
open trials. 
The freedom of information committee of Sigma Delta 
Chi, the society of professional journalists, said the 
Nebraska decision ‘‘continues a cloud of censorship over 
judicial proceedings.”

Beef Prices 
A m ericans are well known for the love of beef­ 
steaks, 
roasts, 
ham burgers—you 
nam e 
it 
and 
A m ericans consum e it by the ton every year. 
In recent years, however, fed-beef shortages and 
leap-frogging prices have caused consum ers to take a 
second look at the m eat-eating practices. 
For the tim e being, erratic prices and supplies are 
expected to settle down. This is based on statistics 
from the U.S. D epartm ent of Agriculture showing a 
steady increase in cattle placem ents in feedlots of the 
seven leading states over the last 
year. 
The 
placem ents have exceeded last year in seven of eight 
m onths checked. 
In fact, placem ents are up 25 per cent over 1974. In 
those sam e seven stated, the num ber of cattle on feed 
num bered 7.6 m illion head. This is 12 per cent ahead 
of 1974. The findings are 21 per cent below the records 
set in 1972, though. 
Grain shortages and skyrocketing operating costs 
during much of 1973 and 1974 w ere blam ed for cut­ 
back in beef supplies and thus higher consum er 
prices. Shorter supplies lead to higher prices. 
During these tim es, shoppers turned in m any in­ 
stances to substitues for their favorite beef cuts. For 
som e, this m eant buying cheaper cuts of beef. For 
others, m ore poultry, fish and even vegetable protein 
substitutes w ere the answer. 
M any even began to question the need for grain-fed 
beef—or even beef itself. E m phasis w as placed on 
producing grass-fed beef, but the resulting tougher 
m eat did not alw ays m eet with the expectations of 
beef-loving A m ericans. 
The fact that grain-fed beef uses a large quantity of 
grain that could be used m ore efficiently for feeding 
the large num ber of hungry people in the world, w as a 
m ajor contention of critics of the U .S. and its beef 
“love affair.” 
For som e people, these view s w ere just fads—like 
so m any other “ca u ses” that arise quickly in light of a 
developing situation. To others, the b elief that feeding 
as m any persons as possible with the resources 
available has continued to be an utm ost goal. 
Now with the possibility of leveling or even slightly 
dropping beef nrices, consum ers can decide for 
them selves what direction they w ant the beef in­ 
dustry to go. 
Being situated in a farm ing com m unity, the im ­ 
portance of beef production on the local econom y can 
be easily seen. Again this year, record productions of 
grain have shown the farm er’s desire to provide the 
world with as m uch food as possible. 
The m arket place has a very real influence on 
production, however. If present supplies of grain-fed 
beef are easily sold, farm ers will respond 
by 
producing more. 
By doing so, how ever, w hatever trend toward 
producing grass-fed beef m ay be stym ied. This could 
elim inate any progress m ade in using grain m ore 
efficiently in feeding hungry people, both here and 
abroad

Autistic Child Not Hopeless 
Is there any hope that a child 
with autism will ever get well? 
Mrs. B.Z., N.Y. 
Dear Mrs. Z.: 


Autism is a highly complex 
emotional disorder. 
A child 
burdened by this condition 
seems to live in a world far 
removed from reality. 
Little or no communication 
exists between the child and 
family and friends. 
Some autistic children are 
unable to acquire the simple 
skills that come so easily to 
other children. 
Many other behavioral at­ 
titudes distinguish the autistic 
child from others. There was a 
time when doctors, educators 
and parents were in total 
despair about this condition. 
Today, there seems to be 
some encouraging light on the 
horizon. The enlarged patterns 
of psychological testing reveal 
more and more areas in the 
child’s personality. With this 
knowledge, and the new drugs 
that are now available, hope 
can replace despair. 
I truly believe that the destiny 
of these children is anything but 
hopeless. 
Your 
sustained 
courage coupled 
with 
the 
support of educators 
and 
psychiatrists and with the 
newer chemical 
forms 
of 
treatment offer greater hope 
than ever for the autistic child.

The city council approved the 
m easure recently at the urging 
of Alderm an Joseph R. Young, 
who said businesses complained 
about horse droppings. 


The horse and carriage trade 
is a tourist attraction in the 
historic section of the city and 
Young said the ordinance will 
help keep the streets clean. 
C arriage drivers maintain the 
diapers will ruin the image of 
the horse and carriage.
